seal Of approval for the Lorimer candidacy. 


Letter Shows Claim False. 

In his refutation of the Hines statements, 
Mr. Taft, however, caused his secretary to 
make pubiic part of a letter which the presi- 
dent wrote to Otto Gresham in Chicago last 
October. In thie letter the president said: 

“The reporta, rumors, or statements that 
I conaciously lent any of the weight of the | 
administration to the election of Lor imer 
are wholly untrue.”

Thinks Answer Ie Enough. 

The president read the report of Hines’ 
testimony and said that he thought the let- 
ters he had written constituted a sufficient 
refutation of the lumber magnate’s state 
ments. He intimated that any further dental 
would dignify Hines’ story to a degree wholly 
unwarranted by it. 

That Hines is eager to drag the president 
into the Lorimer scandal amd ig not without 
feelings of untriendunese for Mr, Taft is 
apparent in official circles. Hines, Aus other 
members of the Lorimer lobby, became em- 
bittered against the president when Sen- 
ators Root and Burton and other friends of 
the administration took a prominent part in 
the fight to oust Lorimer from the senate. 

About the same time Hines ran afoul et the 
White House in another quarter. He 
launched a fight against the president's Ca- 
nadian reciprocity treaty which would reduce 
the protection of lumber. The administra- 
tion then, in an official statement, expo 
Hines as the instigator of the opposition 
the national grange to reciprocity. The 
opposition was developdd by some of Hines’ 
friends in the organization, although the 
grange previously had officially indorsed 
reciprocity, The net result is that Hines is 
persona non grata at the White House and is 
well aware of the fact. °° 


Aldrich Silent on Case. 

Senator Aldrich, who, according to Hines, 
was the authority for President Taft's - 
leged deep interest in the Lorimer case, de- 
clined today either to affirm or deny the 
lumberman'’s statements. He merely de- 
clined to be interviewed. Senator Penrose 
of Pennsylvania, also involved in the Hines 
story, is in New York. 

Senator Cullom expressed the opinion that 
so far as the president is concerned the story 
told by Hines is erroneous. 

“I think I should heave known it if the 
president did anything to further the candi- 
dacy of any one for the senatorship,” he 
said. “I talked with him frequently at the 
time, and while he always expressed the hope 
that a Republican would be elected, he made 
t plain that he was interfering in no way.

Coalition Defeat Effort to Elim-

Springfield, III., March 20.—{Special.j— f 
Comprehensive state wide civil. service is 
hanging in midair tonight. After winning 
what might be classed a decisive victory, 
the civil service forces were forced to put 
over the real battle m the house until to- 
morrow morning. 

By a nonpartisan coalition, efforts of Repub- 
loans, led by B. M. Chiperfield, and Demo- 
rats following Lee O'Neil Browne, offering 
an amendment elimingting all state elective 
officers and their subordinates, were defeated 
by a vote of 88 to 51. Ten Republicans and 
three Democrats did not vote. . 

Immediately after this roll call, an ad- 
journment was forced by a ‘ compromise 
agreement on consideration that at 10a. m. 
tomorrow the fight will be renewed all along 
the line, with the ‘question pending of an 
amendment offered by Representative Per- 
vier of Bureau county, which would eliminate 
four appointive places in each of the electric 
state offices from the provisions of the bill. 
This amendment was agreed upon in com- 
mittee and is agreed to by Representative 
Hill, the sponsor of the state wide bill, be- 
cause of the vote against him in the civil 
service committee, 


Aim to Defeat Amendment, 

The disposition of the most outspoken of 
the civil service lobby on the ground ie to 
defeat the Pervier amendment tomorrow in 
view of the favorable vote this morning. 
This ia certain to precipitatea general battle, 
and the skirmish which came up over a sub- 
stitute offered by Representative Scanian of 
La Salle county, cutting out all of the elective 
state officers and their subordinates, is des- 
tined to be a matter of minor importance. 

Representative Chiperfield went into the 
open as the champion of the old line politi- 
cians. His argument was based upon the 
proposition that the state officers are coneti- 
tutionably chosen and responsible to the peo- 
ple themselves. He held that the little bal- 
bot” vote on civil service questions is no 
criterion of the sentiment of the state, and 
that the case last November was tried with- 
out a fair hearing.

Seven Floors of ‘Memorial 
Building Plunge 113 
Feet to Earth. 


MIRACLE SAVES WORKMEN 
Twenty-five of Them in Structure 
Escape Death by Leaping to 

Main Building. 


With just one sound of warning—a long 
drawn out, ripping ‘ Cra-a-ack!’’—seven 


floors of the almost completed west tower 


of the new Harper Memorial building at the 
University of Chicago yesterday afternoon 
suddenly reeled from their position and. tele- 
scoping each other, plunged 118 feét into the 
basement,

Tower Now a Tangled Ruin. 

Last night the interior of the tower was a 
heaped up, tangled mass of twisted steel, 
splintered beams, and shattered masonry.

But the 
university authorities as they looked the ruin 
over during the afternoon congratulated 
themselves that it was not the grave of a 
score or more of hapless workmen. .

sador, eulogised the arbitration movement.

Now Is the Time, Says Asquith. 
“Dae, English Bible belongs not only to 


the subjects of King George but to the whole 


Hnglish speaking worid,“ said Premier As- 
quith. “One of the truths which has been 
slowly realised, and Which now I -helleve 10 
firmly rooted in the faith of Christian men 
and women on both sides of the Atlantic, is 
that war between English speaking people 
would be not only a crime against civilization 
but an unforgivable breach of these few 
commandments which are enshrined in the 
New Testament on which both nations have 
beermbred. 

Phere surely could not be a more worthy, 
@ more appropriate, a more splendid monu- 
mept of this tercentenary year than that it 
should witness the sealing of a solemn com- 
pact between us which would put an end 
once for all to the hideous and unthinkable 
possibilities of fratricidal strife.” 


Furnished the Strongest Bond. 

Speaking of how the Bibie furnished the 
strongest and most indestructible bond for 
present practical unity in the aims and as- 
pirations of the English speaking family, 
Ambassador Reid said: 

While that community of aims and aspira- 
tions .endures, starting as it does from our 
common possession and use of this book, and 
supported by the same language, the same 
common law, the same parliamentary insti- 
tutions, the same civil rights, and largely the 
same blood, it is the greatest single guarantee 
for the peace and progress of the world. 

In fact, from the men and from the peo- 
ples nurtured $n the precepts of this book, 
and finally on this version, came the recent 
statesmaniike proposal of the president of 
the United States and the inspiring response 
of King George, through Sir Edward Grey, 
which promise to make war as a settlement 
of any dispute henceforth between any Eng- 
lish speaking peoples impossible, and be- 
tween any other civilized nations discredit- 


able.” , 


Taft Gives Credit to Bible. 

The ambassador concluded by reading 
President. Taft's letter, sent through Mr. 
Reid to the meeting. The letter follows: 

“To the Tereentenary Celebration of the 
Publication of the King James Version, 
Royal Albert Hall, London: It affords me 
great pleasure to present through Mr. Reid 
my congratulation to those who in the mother 
country are commemorating so signal and 
historic an event as the publication of the 
King James version of the English Bible. 

“This book of books has not only reigned 
supreme in England for three centuries, but 
has bound together as nothing 2 could two 
great Anglo-Saxon nations, one in blood, in 
speech, and in a common religious life. 

“Our laws, our liférature, and our social 
life owe whatever excellence they possess 
largely to the influence of this, our chief 
classic, acknowledged as such equally on 
poth sides of the sea. 

„Americans must, therefore, with un- 
feigned satisfaction, join in thanksgiving to 
the God of the Bible who hag thus bound 
together the old and the new world by so 
precious a tie.

William. Hard, who spoke at the Chicago Wom- 
an's club yesterday, expressed surprise at the 
recent whist congress held at the La Salle hotel,

Oscar Got $1, 200,000 
for U.S. Opera Rights. 


EW YORK, March 29. ial.j—~-The 
text of the contract ereby Oscar 
Hammerstein gave up his Philadelphia 
opera house, his rights to operas pro- 
duced by him there and at the Man- 
hattan opera house, and whereby he agreed 
not to enter into competition with the other 
party to the contract, Edward T. Stotesbury 
of Philadelphia, representing also the Metro- 
politan Opera company, was made public today 
for the first time in the Musical Coyrier. The

ingly its inability to comply with the clause in 
the agreement which requires silence on the 
part of all those interested in the transaction.

Stotesbury and with the Metropolitan 
Opera company that they will not within ten 
years of the date of the contract become di- 
rectly or indirectly engaged in the production 
of grand opera in any way in New York, Bos- 
ton, Philadelphia, or Chicago, or in the produc- 


has ever been produced at the Metropolitan or 
Manhattan opera houses, that may be given for 
the first time at the Metropolitan or any other 
New Tork opera house after the date ot the 
agreement. Mr. Hammerstein likewise binds 
himself not to produce opera of any descrip- 
tion at the Manhattan opera house for five 
years from the date of the contract, or engage 
in any business encroaching on the Metropoli- 
tan Opera company’s field.

Federal Officials Raid 
Alleged Play Pirates. 


The first test case under the federal criminal 
copyright law, passed by cohgress March 4. 
1909, will be brought by United States D — 2 
Attorney Edward W. Sims and his aides the 
result of a raid upon the ¢ffices of the Chicago 
Manuscript company, 144 La Salle street, yes- 
terday. The raid was conducted by Charles De, 
Woody, superintendent/ of the bureau of inves- 
tigation, upon informiation that the concern 
was engaged in “pirating” copyrighted the- 
atrical productions. 

The raid was made late in the afternéon and 
Alexander Beyer, proprietor, and eight young 
women stenographers and typists were taken 
into custody. A trunk load of manuscripts and 
the books of theiconcern were seized and taken 
to the federal building for examination. In a 
catalogue issued by the concern practically 
every play which ever has been copyrighted 
was found listed.

It is charged by the government agents. that 
the concern, sent expert stenographers to. at- 
tend new ays and copy the words and a 
synopsis ot the plot and action.” On many or 
the plays copied the original producers pala 
royalties to authors as high as $2,000 a Wees, 
but copies of the manuscript were sold by 


Beyer for as little as $5. 


The information which led to the raid was 
furnished by Lignon Johnson, special assistant 
to Attorney General Wickersham and attorney

The government attorneys anticipate that 
Beyer will offer the defense that he cannot be 
prosecuted under a law which was enacted 
after the copyright which it seeks to tect 
was issued, but the entire prosecution will not.

VOTE THE LINCOLN PARK BONDS. 

The Lincoln park bond issue should get 
the vote of every man who goes to the polls 
in North Chicago and Lake View next Tues- 
day. The money is needed to retire matured 
bonds and to complete the park extension of 
250 acres. 

‘What that extension would mean should 
be apparent to all who visit Lincoln park. 
They cannot help seeing how popular and 
crowded it is—the most popular and crowded 
of all the great parks. If the work now in 
progress should not be stopped by a refusal 
to authdérize the bond issue there would 
soon be a park of 630 instead of 380 acres. 

It would cost as much to halt the work 
now as it would to carry it to completion. 
The big dredge and plant, which represent 
a heavy investment, would be idle. The 
capable working force would be scattered. 
The further work needed to keep intact 
what has already been done could not be 


carried out. 


Authority is asked to issue bonds for 8875, 
000. Of the proceeds $710,000 would be 
used to retire old bonds. The total park 
indebtedness would be increased $165,000. 
That would mean that a man whose prop- 
erty is valued at $3,000 would pay 23 cents 
more in taxes than now. He would get in 
return a park nearly doubled jn area and 
made more attractive for himself and his 
fellow citizens. 

The park should and ultimately will 
stretch north to Devon avenue. That is 
the goal its friends have in view. But the 
business in hand is to complete the exten- 
sion how being worked on It would be 
false economy, a blow to the park and the 
people who throng it, to refuse to vote the 


money needed.

| money, consisting almost wholly of gold 
coins of the reign of George II. and George 
III., was found on property belonging to 
him. But according to the medievel laws 
still in force relating to treasure trove the 
latter is the perquisite of the state. 

Thus, when some years ago a quantity of 
Roman silver and gold coins and rings, in 
splendid condition, representing the reigns of 
twelve Roman emperors, of the beginning 
of the Christain era, was found by laborers 
engaged in digging on the Earl of Pembroke’s 
property at Wilton house, bis ancestral home 


near Salisbury, he was compelled to turn 


over the entire find to the treasury. This 
department, as is customary in the case of 
treasure trove of an archeological or artis- 
tic character, submitted the collection to the 
British: museum authorities, who retained 
all the rings and thirty-six of the rarest of 
the coins for that world famed national n- 
stitution. 
: — 


Subsequently Lord Pembroke wrote to the 
treasury, requesting that the remainder of the 
coins should be returned to him, with the 
object of enabling him to divide them. be- 
tween the municipal and county museum of 
Salisbury, and his own collection of art and 
archeological treasures at Wilton house. 
The treasury, however, replied that the coins 
could not be returned, but that he would be 
permitted to purchase them from the treasury 
at a cost of several hundred pounds sterling. 
This Lord Pembroke declined to do, and 
thereupon the treasury caused the coins to 
be made up into lots and to be sold by auc- 
tion, turning the money into the nattonal 
exchequer.

John Athelstane Riley is well known on 
both sides of the Atlantic as an explorer, as 
a writer, and as one of the chief lay authori- 
ties in England upon everything relating to 
the history and administration of the estab- 
lished church. A few years ago he pur- 
chaged the beautiful old Manoir de la Trinite, 
in Jersey, the largest of the Channel islands, 
and thereupon obtained from Edward VII. 
aroyal warrant and letters patent appointing 
him Seigneir de la Trinite. The seignurie 
of the Manor de la Trinite is one of the four 
ancient fiefs or baronies of the island, and 
prior to the establishment of the royal courts 
the seigneurs of these baronies were the dis- 
pensers of justice, with rights of inflicting 
capital punishment. 

The Manoir de la Trinite has certain asso- 
ciations of American interest. - For it was at 
one time the home of the Carterets, and it 
was in recognition of the refuge and hospi- 
tality which Charles II. and his brother, the 
Duke of York, had enjoyed on the Island of 
Jersey at the hands of Sir George Carteret, 
and of the latter’s loyalty, to the Royalist 
cause throughout the stormy days of the 
régime of Oliver Cromwell that King Charles 
bestowed upon Sir George all that tract of 
land in America north of the river Dela- 
ware, which he decreed should be known as 
Novum Cesarea, or New Jersey, in compli- 
ment to Sir George, Cesarea being the an- 
cient Roman name for the island of Jersey. 


~~ 

Sir Philip Carteret took possession of the 
property thus granted in the name of his 
brother, Sir George, in 1666, and was the 
first English goverhor of New Jersey. The 
Carterets’ property and seigneurial right 
in New Jersey were sold after Sir George's 
death in 1682 for about $50,000 to William 
Penn and the Society of Friends, who in the 
early part of the eighteenth century sur- 
rendered their rights of government to the 
crown, New Jersey being from that time 
forth administered. as a colony of the crown, 


of which the governor was appointed by the 


king. 

While the Carterets have thus long since 
ceased to possess any seigneurial rights, 
eithen in the island of Jersey or in New Jer- 
sey, yet their name has always been identi- 
fied with the latter state of the American 
union, and there are a number of representa- 
tives of the family and bearers of the name 
now living on this side of the Atlantic. It is 
a family which is perhaps the oldest of all 
in the Channel islands. In fact, they were 
seigneurs of the Channel group from time 
immemorial, and it is on record that both 
Humphrey and Mauger de Carteret accom- 
panied their duke, William of Normandy, 
to England in 1066, and fought at the battle 
of Hastings, and that Sir Reginald de Car- 
teret was one of the companions in arms of 
Godfrey de Bouillon, the leader of the first 
crusade, and was present with him at the 
taking of Jerusalem. 

~o- 

It was at the beautiful old Manoir de la 
Trinite that the Carterets, who are closely, 
related to another Channel island family 
well known in this country—namely, the 
Marquands—entertained King Charles IT. on 
numerous occasions, the first time when he 
was still Prince of Wales and a lad of barely 
18. It was then that the manor was the scene 
ot his romance with Marguerite de Carteret, 
the lovely sister of his host, which resulted 
in the birth of that mysterious individual 
known as James de la Cloche, and who is now 
pretty generally admitted by students of 
history to have been the Man of the Iron 
Mask: He owed his name of De La Cloche 


his mother married Etienne de la Cloche. 

James de la Cloche, whose story has been 
the theme of numerous learned and unauthor- 
itative articles in the Paris Revue de Deux 
Mondes, in the official organ of the Jesuit 
order, the Civilta Catholica, of Rome, and by 
Andrew Lang, was recognized by Charles 
II. in an autograph document dated White- 
hall, Sept. 27, 1665, as aur natural son, 
James Stuart, who in obedience to our order 
and command is living in France and other 
countries under a felgned name—namely, that 
of De La Cloche de Bourg de Jersey.” 
Charles II. had stipulated that James de la 
Cloche should not reveal his parentage. 

But while staying at Hamburg he made 
the acquaintance of Queen Christine of 
Sweden, and, informing her of his origin, 
carried with him when he subsequently pro-

Discuss Value of Bonds. 

The disposition of the 2 per cent govern- 
ment bonds held by national bamks as a basis 
for circulation was one subject of discussion 
at today's conference. The 2 per cent bonds 
have been looked upon as a stumbling block 
because, deprived of their function as a 
basis of circulating notes, they would not 
command par. 

Representatives of the banks indicated the 
opinion that the national reserve association 
proposed by the Aldrich bil} should take ever 
at par the bonds held by the banks and with 
them the right of circulation now possessed 
by the national banks. They were inclined, 
however, to recommend that if in the future 
the government should decide to iseue bonds 
bearing a higher rate of interest, say 3 per 


cent, the association should have the right to 


exchange its holdings in 2 per cent bonds for 
the bonds of greater value. 

In that event the tax paid on circulation 
iseued against such bonds would be increased 
to 1% per cent instead of . per cent ,as now, 
thus protecting the government against loss 
and preventing the reserve association from 
making a larger profit on cirtulation under 
the 8 per cent bonds than the bankers now 
make under the 2 per cent. 


Discuss the State Banks. 

The bankérs expressed the opinion that 
the association could carry the 8 per cent 
bonds at par as assets, whereas they con- 
tended that the 2 per cents should be charged 
down to about 75 cents on the dollar as a 
cash asset. 

There was also further discussion of the 
status of state banks under the proposed 
reserve association, end it was announced 
that the banlers had Appomted & special 
committee to consider this subject. 

Some of the members of the monetary 
commission think that the state banks should 
be taken in on the basis of merit without 
regard to the source of their charters or with- 
out being required to become national banks.

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Appeals Finds Oklahoma 
Act Unconstitutional. 


TO HIGHEST TRIBUNAL. 


End Is Not Yet in Effort to Cut 
Passenger and Freight Rates; 
Declared Confiscatory. 


St. Louis, Mo., March 29.—The 2 cent pas- 
senger rate in Oklahoma was declared to be 
confiscatory and was held invalid by the 
United States Cireult Court of Appeals here 
today. The unanimous opinion restrains the 
members of the corporation commission of 
Oklahoma and the attorney general of that 
state from enforcing the provisions of the 
Oklahoma constitution reducing the maxi- 
mum passenger fare to 2 cents per mile and 
reducing freight rates in intrastate traffic 
approximately 40 per cent. The injunction 
was issued in 1909. 

The opinion wae written by Presiding Judge 
Sanborn. The court declares that the evi- 
dence shows that the reduction would amount 
to almost confiscation of the railroad prop- 
erties and would not allow a fair return on 
investment. 


. Against United States Law. 

The opinion deciares that the provision in 
the constitution of Oklahoma giving the 
commission power to fx the rates is in con- 
Met with the constitution of the United 
States. 

F. N. Hudson | special counsel for Okle- 
homa, said that the decision was rendered on 
the interlocutory injunction which the rail- 
roads had obtained and the petition for a 
permanent injunction, which is pending in 
the courts, will now be taken to the highest 
court. 

Concerning the powers of the corporation 
commission of Oklahoma, the decision said it 
has no power to make rates, but that it bas 
power to exempt railroads from confiscatory 
rates.

| NEWS AND GOSSIP OF BOARD OF TRADE. | 


The Northwestern Miller says: The Minneap- 
olle flour output last week was practically the same 
as in the preceding week, only 525 bris more being 
produced. The output [for the week ending March 
25) was 288,720 bris, against 275,250 in 1010, 268,415 
in 1000, and 284,765 in 1908. This week one more 
mill ig in operation, although the capacity repre 
sented is much larger. The produc ought to 
approximate 300,000 bris, compared 209,585 in 
the corresponding week last year. The experience 
of Minneapolis mills last week was mixed. While 
one or two sold a little more flour than In the pre- 
ceding week, others found business demoralized. 
Price cutting is rampant and conditions in general 
are unsatisfactery from t standpoint of the 
miller. It is almost impossible to interest buyers. 
The approach of the time when the reciprocity 
treaty with Canada will again be considered by 
congress seems to have a depressing effect on the 
trade. The opinion is freely expressed that little 
buying will be done until this question is settled one 
way or the other.“ 

— 


The bear leaders in corn ere becoming more ags- 
gressive in their selling operations and are predict- 
ing a big decline in prices. The continued weakness 
in wheat is an element in their favor, and yesterday 
the tactics of the sellers were more aggressive than . 
for some time. Cutten was a heavy seller and there 
was free selling by Geahart, Kidston, and several 
of the local professionals. 

Traders who recently have been successful in sell- 
ing wheat short, including John Barrett, sold liber- 
ally late in the day, and the combined selling was 
more than the market would take. The bears take 
the position that with lower prices for provisions 
and other grains that corn is due for a sharp break.

WilMams and myselt are busy in the south on 
the training trip. 

“In the fail, when there is plenty doing in 
footwear, we are winding up the baseball sea- 
son and usually planning for a world’s ore 
city series. We cannot devote our attention 
to the shoe business and to baseball at the 
same time. Any man who is going along on 
two lines of endeavor realizes that one or the 
other must he neglected to a certain extent. 

“This has been the position in which we 
have been placed, and rather n give up 
baseball and devote our time to the leather 
business we decided to give up the shoe end 
of our careers.”

Charles Weeghman, local restaurateur, 
billiard room proprietor, and moving picture 
man, soon will be a baseball magnate if plans 
he now has under consideration materialize. 
Mr. Weeghman will leave tonight for Cleve- 
land, where he has an appointment with Mrs. 
Helen Hathaway Robison Britton and Mrs. 
Sarah Carver Hathaway Robison, her 
mother, in regard to the transfer of the 
stock in the St. Louis National league club 
left to them by the will of the late M. Stanley 
Robison. 

Mr. Weeghman has not gone into the prop- 
osition with his eyes closed. It has been his 
ambition for several years to break into the 
national pastime as an owner, but there never 
has been an opportunity as favorable as the 
present one. The local merchant has secured 
the necessary backing to float the enterprise 
and has been in consultation wtih the powers 
that be regarding his welcome into the ranks 
of professional baseball. 


Acceptable to Majors. 

In every instance he has found that he 
would be acceptable in the major league 
ranke, and it only remains for him to properly 
negotiate a deal whereby he will become the 
owner of the Cardinals. 

The statement recently credited to Garry 
Herrmann, chairman of the national commis- 
gion and owner of the Cincinnati club, that 
there probably would be a change in the own- 
ership if the will of the late St. Louls mag- 
nate left the ball club to his niece was a 
great incentive for Mr. Weeghman to at- 
tempt to secure possession of the Cardinals. 

Personally and by letter and telegrams he 
got in communication with the magnates 
who soon may be his copartners and found 
that there was no objection to his entering 
the select circle. With this understanding 
he fe going ahead and will make every ef- 
fort possible to secure the holdings of the 
heirs of the late St. Louls magnate. 

It is understood that there has been a 
price of $850,000 set for the entire control of 
the St. Louls team, including grounds and 
stands.
